WISDOM AND KNOWLEDGE 


Cat. 2,1 


The Apostle Paul, writing under imptration 
to the people of Colome, make* g very remark- 
able statement which seems to me particularly 
appropriate for the world in its present di­ 
lemma. 
In chapter two we read: 
Tor I 
would that ye knew what great conflict I 
have for you. and for them at Laodicea. and 
for as many as have not seen my face in the 
flesh; that their heart* might be comforted, 
being knit together in love, and unto all riches 
of the full assurance of understanding, to the 
acknowledgment of the mystery of God. and 
of the Father, and of Christ; in whom are hid 
all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge.” 


In present-day vernacular. Paul would say. 
**l want you to know and understand my deep 
concern for you. and for all who have never 
seen me. 
May your hearts be encouraged, 
and may you learn the meaning of love. 
I 
desire for you that wealth of conviction which 
comes from spiritual insight, so that you will 
acknowledge Cod the Father and Christ, rn 
whom are hid all the treasure* of wisdom and 
knowledge.” And I ask, why that last phrase; 
why verse three? 
That is my text for this 


message: 


“ IN WHOM ARE HTD ALL THE TREAS­ 
URES OF WISDOM AND KNOWLEDGE.** 


I stood on the platform of the union sta­ 
tion in Loa Angelet one day this week and 
watched the departure of the Golden State 
Limited for Chicago. 
It seemed to me the 
longest passenger train I had ever seen (I was 
a railroad man for several years), and all the 
car* appeared to be crowded. 
I could not 
help but recall the verse in Daniel. "Many 
•hall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be 
increased.” 
Truly, I thought, from the ttand- 
point of both of these, that day ha* arrived. 
Present «:onomk conditions the world over 
have not hardly affected extensive travel. And 


if ever man boasted of knowledge, it I* now.

If ever the heart of man needed courage 
and comfort, if ever the race needed the secret 
of assurance and true love, it it now. 
In this 
hour of uncertainty and doubt, the man in the 
office and the boy in the class-room crave 
courage and assurance.

These years were profitably spent 
by Bolto In Paris, and musical cen­ 
ters of Clermany as well, proving 
vastly beneficial to the ardent young 
composer, who returned home filled 
with many new Ideas gained from 
the study of musical tendencies In 
France and Germany, In great con­ 
trast to the Italian methods upon 
which he had been reared. 
The urge for poetic expression 
had not been dulled 
by 
musical 
study, however, and Bolto for a 
time was especially active In liter­ 
ary circles of Milan, formed for the 
most part of youthful poets and 
d ram atists 
Bolto brought forth In 
rapid succession many poems, a 
novel and various plays, as well as 
numerous essays for Italian 
and 
French publications, receiving his 
first experience In Journalism at 
this time. 
It was during this period that 
Bolto received the inspiration for 
his operatic masterpiece. "Mefle- 
tofele.” hy which he is best known 
today, 
fie began the libretto for
